J.S. airlines warned of hijacking 


sonnel abroad while being withheld 
from the public at large — as was the 
case with a warning prior to the 
bombing of Pan Am Flight 108, which 
killed 270 people on Dee.

White House press secretary Mar- 
lin Fitzwater said last week’s warning 
was intended to heighten “the already 
high security procedures now in ef- 
fect” and was not designed for public 
distribution. He said the alert was 
directed to authorities “who can di- 
rect responses to the threat. 

“Travelers on U.S. air carriers 
should be confident that all reason- 
able precautions are being taken to 
ensurethat the highest level of secu- 
rity exists,” he said. 

On Capitol Hill, Rep. James Ober- 
star, D-Minn., chairman of the House 
aviation subcommittee, said the 
warning had been distributed only 
among intelligence and law enforce- 
ment agents so that they could pursue 
further information. 

“Y’m persuaded there was not a 
double standard,” he said, referring 
to accusations the government in the 
past has warned its employees about 
terrorist threats but not alerted the 
public. 

“As for the question (of) is it safe for 
American people traveling, yes,”

Fusion experiment successful 


Scientists open door tonewnuclear energy technology

Two scientists announced Thurs- 
day at the University of Utah their 
successful efforts in sustaining nu-. 
clear fusion reaction at room temper- 
ature. 

The breakthrough means the 
world may someday rely on fusion 
for a clean, virtually inexhaustible 
source of energy, said Chase Peter- 
son, president of the U of U. 

“The full story of the research Pro- 
fessor Pons and Professor Fleish- 
mann (have done) ... will not be 


known for months or years as others , 


confirm, challenge and enlarge their 
ideas and data. The breakthrough ... 
comes from the work of trained 


minds working at an old problem, 
from new perspectives,” said Peter- : 


son. 


Martin Fleishmann, professor of) 


electrochemistry at the University 


of Southhampton, England, and B. 


Stanley Pons, professor of chemistry 


and chairman of the Department of 
Chemistry at the U of U, have col- 
laborated for five and one-half years 
trying to perfect the fusion process 
conducted at room temperature. 

“What we have done is to open the 
door of a new research area,” he 
said. 

“Our indications are that the dis- 
covery will be relatively easy to 
make into a usable technology for 
generating heat and power, but con- 
tinued work is needed, first, to fur- 
ther understand the science and sec- 
ondly, to determine its value to 
energy economics,” said Fleish- 
mann. 

The newly discovered fusion pro- 
cess is more desirable than the nu- 
clear fission processes used today in 
nuclear power plants because fusion 
creates a minimum of radioactive 
waste, gives off much more energy 
and has a virtually unlimited fuel 


source in the earth’s oceans, said a U; 
of U spokesperson. 

“Nuclear fusion is also superior to 
traditional energy sources, such as 
coal, gas and oil, which can pollute the 
environment and eventually will be 
depleted,” said the spokesperson. 

The experiment uses electrochemi- 
cal techniques to fuse some of the com- 
ponents of heavy water, which con- 
tains deuterium and occurs naturally 
in sea water, said Fleishmann. 

“Sea water provides essentially an 
unlimited source of deuterium,” said 
Fleishmann. The amount of deu- 
terium contained in one cubic foot of 
sea water can produce as much energy 
as 10 tons of coal can, he said. 

“Conventional nuclear fusion re- 


search requires temperatures of mil- 


lions of degrees, like those found in the 
sun’s interior, to create a reaction. 
The Utah research, however, creates 


‘the reaction at room temperature,” 


said a U of U spokesperson. 

“Observation of the phenomenon 
(nuclear fusion) required patient and 
detailed examination of very small ef- 
fects. Once characterized and under- 
stood, it was a simple matter to scale 
the effects up to the levels we have 
attained,” said Pons. 

The two scientists said without 
combining the particular backgrounds 
of each of the professors the discovery 
would not have been made. “We real- 
ize we are singularly fortunate in hav- 
ing the combination of knowledge that 
allowed us to accomplish a fusion reac- 
tion in this new way,” said Fleish- 
mann. 

“Stan and I talk often of doing im- 
possible experiments. We each have a 
good track record of getting them to 
work,” said Fleishmann. “The stakes 
were so high with this one, we decided 
we had to try it.” 

“Tt had a one in a billion chance of 
working although it made perfectly 
good scientific sense,” said Pons. 

Fleishmann and Pons financed their 
early research themselves.

Fawn Hall testifies in trial, 
praises North as former boss

WASHINGTON — A weeping 
Fawn Hall praised former boss Oliver 
North Thursday as an inspirational, 
tireless and selfless man and said 
their wholesale shredding of Iran- 
Contra documents “was no big deal.” 

Alternately crying and_ spitting 
back sharp responses, Miss Hall twice 
appeared unable to go on with her 
testimony at North’s trial, causing 
impromptu recesses. Her sympathies 
throughout were obviously with 
North, though she hardly ever looked 
at him. 

“It’s tough when people portray 
you as a witness for the prosecution 
when you are a witness for the truth,” 
she said outside the courthouse. 

“Hopefully, the good guy will win,” 
she said. 

She called North’s firing by then- 
President Reagan on Nov. 25, 1986, 
unfair. “I was very upset,” she re- 
called. “When I heard about it, I was 
very angry.” 

Miss Hall, who was North’s secre- 
tary at the National Security Council 
for nearly four years, admitted that 
when attorney general’s investiga- 
tors were closing in on Nov. 21, 1986, 
she altered documents to soften 
recorded versions of North’s involve- 
ment with the Nicaraguan Contras. 
She also said she helped him in what 
has been called “a shredding party” of 
Iran-Contra documents. 

The former Marine lieutenant 
colonel is on trial on 12 charges, in- 


cluding destroying documents and ly- 
ing to Congress about his activities. 
Miss Hall, like most of the 20 other 
prosecution witnesses to date, first 
obtained immunity from prosecution 
before agreeing to testify. 

At one point Thursday, she became 
upset when prosecutor John Keker 
confronted her with a transcript of 

“your words” in previous testimony. 
She had testified then that North may 
have directed her to shred some docu- 
ments, but she said on Wednesday 
that North had given no such instruc- 
tions. 

When North lawyer Brendan Sulli- 
van objected to the questioning, she 
continued to talk and U.S. District 
Judge Gerhard A. Gesell snapped: 

“Please keep your mouth shut 
while I’m talking.” Then he ruled that 
what she had said earlier was “en- 
tirely consistent” with her current 
testimony.

Murder charge dropped after 12 years 


DALLAS — Texas will not retry Randall Dale Adams for the 1976 slaying 
of a policeman, a prosecutor said Thursday, two days after Adams’ court-or- 
dered release from prison on grounds his first trial was unfair. 

Dallas County District Attorney John Vance said the case has been dropped 
because there is not enough evidence to try Adams again. 

Adams was convicted and sentenced to die in 1977 for the murder of Dallas 
police officer Robert Wood, a crime to which another man has virtually 
confessed. Adams once came within three days of his execution date. 

Adams has maintained that he is innocent. His case drew national attention 
after it was portrayed in the movie documentary “Thin Blue Line.” 

The Texas Court of Criminal Appeals in March threw the conviction out, 
saying Adams hadn’t gotten a fair trial because prosecutors suppressed evi- 
dence and witnesses lied on the stand. 

Vance announced his decision as Adams was en route to Ohio to rejoin his 
family. He is free-on a $50,000 personal recognizance bond. 

Adams has repeatedly said he’d welcome a second trial. 

“T believe we’re going to win and I believe we can prove it,” Adams said after 
his release.

Prosecutor disputes with tribal court 


SALT LAKE CITY — A Navajo man who served as a prosecutor for the | 


Ute Indian Tribe has filed documents in federal court claiming he was illegally 
arrested and wrongly charged by the Ute Tribal Court. 

The request for a writ of habeas corpus, filed recently in U.S. District Court 
by Norman F. Cambridge of Roosevelt, is the latest salvo in a feud between 
the tribe’s governing Business Committee and the tribal court, which the 
Business Committee has voted to dissolve. 

Ute legal questions are being handled by a special Court of Indian Offenses 
administered by the U.S. Bureau of Indian Affairs. 

Meanwhile, a group of dissidents called Concerned Tribal Members have 
charged committee members with wrongdoing and are trying to oust five of 
the six members through a petition drive. 

Cambridge, an enrolled member of the Navajo Tribe, is married to a 
member of the Ute Tribe, the request said. Although he is the tribal prosecu- 
tor, he is not an attorney. 

The document said the tribal court contends that even though Cambridge is 
not a Ute, the fact that he is an Indian makes him subject to its jurisdiction. 


Suspended Navy official accepted bribe 


ALEXANDRIA, Va. — A Navy official and a major defense contractor 
pleaded guilty Thursday to charges in the “Ill Wind” Pentagon procurement 
case, with the Navy man admitting he took a bribe to provide inside informa- 
tion on a contract. 

The contractor, Teledyne Industries Inc. agreed to pay more than $4.3 
million in penalties and to satisfy other claims in the case, saying a former 
employee who pleaded guilty earlier “had entered into a corrupt and illegal 
arrangement” with two other men who still face charges. 

The suspended Navy official, Stuart E. Berlin, agreed to cooperate with 
prosecutors in the continuing investigation which has resulted in a dozen 
guilty pleas so far. He is to be sentenced June 2 and could face as long as 25 
years in prison and fines of as much as $750,000. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney Joseph J. Aronica declined to comment when 
asked whether there would be more guilty pleas:or-how extensively Berlin’s 
testimony-might be used:against other defendants.-He:said ‘only, “The total 
investigation 1s moying along yery.quickly... ss.

_ between U.S. and PLO representatives was positive and reflected the desire 
of both sides to make the dialogue a success.

Organization whether Wednesday’s meeting was responsible for his good 
mood, Arafat replied: “Yes, exactly.” 

He described the content of the meeting between U.S. Ambassador Robert 
H. Pelletreau and Yasser Abed-Rabbo of the PLO executive committee as 
“positive and serious,” but gave few details of the discussion. 

“There is a mutual interest and intention to lead this dialogue to success,” 
Arafat said. 

Pelletreau and Abed-Rabbo met for 4 1/2 hours at the Tunisian govern- 
ment’s Dar el Maghreibia guest house, with two senior advisers present on 
each side. The ambassador would not talk about the meeting and referred all 
inquiries to the State Department. 

Arafat said: “No one has the right to say what they asked of us or what we 
asked of them.”

A letter advising stores to “take 
precautions” with selling and display- 
ing drugs which contain dex- 
tromethorphan— as does Robitussin- 
DM — will be sent to all stores in 
Utah today, said a Utah Pharmaceu- 
tical Association official. 

Robitussin-DM is a cough medicine 


that is receiving local attention as a_ 


“popular-choice” drug among young 
people. 

The abuse problem associated with 
drinking Robitussin has prompted 
the pharmaceutical association, a 
health committee from the Legisla- 
ture, concerned adults and doctors to 
take action. 

Draper police say toxicology tests 


found large amounts of dex- 
tromethorphan, the main active in- 
gredient in Robitussin, in the blood of 
an athlete from Sandy’s Alta High 
School, who recently committed sui- 
cide with a gun. 

Dextromethorphan is a drug that 
alters sensation and perception. 

“A lot of stores have already volun- 
tarily taken Robitussin-DM off the 
shelf,” said Neil Jensen, executive di- 
rector of the Utah Pharmaceutical 
Association. “We can’t tell anyone 
that they have to do anything, but we 
are concerned.” 

Jensen said some suggested pre- 
cautionary measures would be for 
stores to watch carefully who buys 
the product and to stock only a limited 
number of bottles on the shelves. 

The store may also decide to put the

Airline reservation merger 
will help travel companies

The proposed independent com- 
puter reservation system (CRS) part- 
nership between American and Delta 
Airlines will help put United States 
travel companies back in competition 
with overseas companies, according 
to American spokesman Al Becker. 

American Airlines’ Sabre and Delta 
Lines’ Datas II reservation systems 


wovemwehS, the only major single-qwner.CRS 


companies in existence, and the 
merger will create more competition 
between competing multi-owner sys- 
tems, Becker said. 

The merger of American and Delta 
subsidiaries has prompted several 
states to ask the Justice Department 
to review the pre-merger notification 
filed by the airlines. 

The Utah Attorney General’s office 
has joined with other states to ask the 
Justice Department to make sure the 
proposed merger would not create an 
uncompetitive market. 

“The guidelines (on mergers) indi- 
cate that if a merger is allowed in a 
highly concentrated market, then un- 
competitive practices are likely to de- 
velop,” said Utah Attorney General 
Paul Van Dam. ( 

“Tt is the type of merger that could 
have a significant impact on our 
state,” Van Dam said. 

According to American Airlines 
spokesperson Kathy Cook, the new 
CRS company will be jointly owned 
by American and Delta Airlines. 
“Hach company will own 50 percent of 
the stock in the company,” she said. 

“Other companies will become eli- 
gible to buy into the company to make 


-it a true multi-owner company,” Cook 


said. 

American and Delta’s share in the 
company could eventually drop to 25 
percent each, Cook said.

Insurance 


Dear Editor: 

Why are students now required to 
have medical insurance? Let’s exam- 
ine the “official” reasons which have 
been given. 

In the statement printed the Uni- 
verse, President Holland claims that 
“many students ... leave for economic 
reasons due to uninsured medical ex- 
penses ...” But how many students 
will not be able to continue their 
schooling because they fail to seek 
timely medical insurance? President 
Holland also claims that many “stu- 
dents miss substantial amounts of 
classroom instruction because they 
fail to seek timely medical treatment 
for illness or injury.” The survey 
taken by the Health Center shows 
that most students are insured; re- 
quiring insurance does not address 
the problem of insured students who 
do not seek “timely treatment.” 

President Holland also states that 
there is an “institutional interest in 
ensuring that our students are well 
and in the classroom.” If the students 
are to be well they must first seek 
“timely treatment” as we saw above, 
but will requiring medical insurance 
ensure that students attend class? I 
would say that the majority of stu- 
dents who do not attend class are 
healthy — they just choose not to at- 
tend. Requiring medical insurance 
will not motivate healthy students to 
attend class. Completely different 
measures need to be taken if the uni- 
versity wants to ensure attendance. 

And how will insurance help edu- 
cate students “to be responsible mem- 
bers of the communities in which they 
live”? If the university wants stu- 
dents to be aware of the benefits of 


medical insurance, perhaps a mew, 
general education class should be in-- 


troduced — perhaps Community Liv- 
ing 101. Requiring classes is the typi- 
cal means of educating students, not 
twisting arms and forcing the desired 
behavior. 

Brother Holland justified the deci- 
sion by saying that “Our Church lead- 
ers regularly remind us of our respon- 
sibility to make proper plans to be 
economically self-reliant.” Our 
Church leaders also remind us to pay 
our tithing, but they don’t have it au- 
tomatically deducted from our pay- 
checks. But the students are no 
longer free to choose if they will have 
medical insurance or not. 

The reasons the university gives 
for this new plan are flimsy at best. If 
the university is going to dictate how 
we are required to spend our money, 
we deserve more logical answers than 
we have been given.

Satie to Charles, Upjohn con- 
ducted clinical studies in 27 U.S. med- 
ical centers, involving more than 
2,300 patients with male pattern bald- 
ness. 

Piepkorn helped conduct the two- 
year study at the University of Utah. 
He said the study started about three 
years ago, and it involved men be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 49 

“We took baseline photos of their 
head and took hair counts on a one- 


a milliliter of Minoxidil twice a day, 
and we would check the hair growth 


_ progress every month along with 


their blood pressure,” said Piepkorn. 
He said about one-half of the pa- 
tients dropped out of the study by the 
end of the two years for various rea- 
sons. 
Piepkorn said that on an average 
they found that by six months Ro- 


_ gaine increased the hair count in the 


circle by about 60 percent. If a person 
started out with 100 hairs in that cir- 
cle, he would end up with about 160 by 
the end of the six months. He said 
Rogaine didn’t cause growth on all the 
patients, and added that the national 
figure of men using Rogaine that get a 
noticeable growth is only 40 percent. 

Charles said by the end of one year, 
48 percent of the patients in the study 
using Rogaine rated their hair growth 
as moderate or better. He also said a 
doctor can prescribe Rogaine for 
women, but Upjohn doesn’t have any 
information about whether it will 
work. They are studying the effects of 
it on women and hope to have infor- 
mation by the middle of the year.

The odds are good for him,” said Piep- 
korn. “The odds aren’t so good if the 
man wanting to use Rogaine is older 
and is as bald as a billiard ball.” 

Donaldson agrees with Piepkorn. . 
“TfI was a young, balding, unmarried 
person who could afford Rogaine, I 
would use it. There are some young 
men who go on their mission and come 
back having lost their hair. That can 
be devestating. Rogaine is probably 
the first type of medicine that can 
help treat this loss,” said Donaldson. 

Donaldson said there are some side 


mon ones are allergic reactions of 
itching and other skin irritations to 
the scalp. He said anyone who has a 
history of heart disease needs to take 
the proper precautions and have an 
electrocardiogram. 

Dan said, “If a person is self-con- 
scious about his balding, it might be 
worth it to give Rogaine a try. Ifa 
person is not self-conscious, then he 
shouldn’t worry about it. It’s a very 
individual thing. I wouldn’t be using: it 
unless I thought there was a hope. ” 

Dan said he’s not overly optimistic 
about Rogaine, but feels it’s definitely 
worth a try.

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Geneva plans to be more competitive

America can and needs to restore 
its competitive edge in manufactur- 
ing, said the president of Geneva 
Steel Thursday at the BYU executive 
lecture series. 

Joseph A. Cannon said if America 
doesn’t take manufacturing seriously 
it may be abandoning its manufactur- 
ing quality. 

“We need to be more competitive in 
the world market through manufac- 
turing. We simply cannot wall-off the 
rest of the world,” said Cannon. 

One way to be more competitive, 
said Cannon, is to turn the “best” 
minds of this generation to manufac- 
turing. He said that in the 40s and 
50s, the best and the brightest engi- 
neering students wanted to work for 
U.S. Steel, but gradually steel manu- 
facturing lost its competitiveness and 
“now it is hard to find the best and the 
brightest who want to work for steel 
mills.”

Geneva is now in the process of 
making some very critical decisions 
concerning the future of the mill, said 
Cannon. “There are certain modern- 
izationsthat can be done that are 
pretty cheap,” he said. 

In the past three to five years, new 
technology has emerged that will 
greatly help Geneva, one of whichisa 
new commercial scale process called 
Corex. This would save the plant $50 
a ton in making steel. It would also 
eliminate the bad smell from the 
plant, said Cannon. 

Concerning the environmental is- 
sue, Geneva plans to spend between 
$250 to $500 million on different mod- 
ernizations in environmental expen- 
ditures during the next decade. 
Geneva is now spending $40 million a 
year on environmental expenditures. 

Geneva Steel ships about 4,000 tons 
of steel a day and 35 to 40 percent of 
this amount is shipped primarily to 
Texas. Thirty-five percent of 
Geneva’s market is in the Western 


states, particularly California, and 15 ,

“We (Geneva) are the second 
largest export of steel in the nation 
and the largest in Utah,” said Can- 
non. Geneva Steel actually takes dirt 
and makes steel out of it. This process 


is known as “integrated steel.” 


“We are the only integrated steel
